The orphans then arose 
and sang, If I Only Had a Home 
Sweet Home. After ‘this the 
little orphan boys repeated the Golden 
Texts for an entire quarter. 

Brother Pruitt and.Brother and 
Sister Williams came to the front 
of the platform and were introduced 
to the congregation by Sister Press- 
grove. Brother Pruitt had made pos- 
sible the building of the Kentucky 
Orphanage and Brother and Sister 
Williams were in charge of the boy’s 
home. The little girls repeated the 
103rd and 121st Psalms in concert, 
After this-there was a song by Lillian 
Kinsey,then the books of the Bible 
were repeated by the children and 
they sang, We are Going to Meet Our 
Precious Mother. ) 

Sister Pressgrove delivered a very 
interesting message on the Orphanage 
work. She did not think it necssary 
to take up much time as the hearts of 
the people were already melted and 
broken up. There is-no other depart- 
ment of our work that touches. the 
hearts of our people like the orphan- 
age work. As the twenty-nine little 
orphans stood there on the platform 
before us we realized that they were 
ours and they were looking to us 
for support. We know that the great 
Church of God will take care of her 
crphans. Sister Pressgrove told how 
learned to spell the 
word mother on his mother’s casket. 
At the close of this message Sister 
Kinsey, matron of the home, was in- 
troduced. She said that a mother 
had no time to prepare sermons but 
she needed the prayers of the people. 
She told how the Lord had led her 
into this work. While she was talking 
the baby orphan brought a little chair 
and sat down in the middle of the 
platform. Sister Kinsey sang, Use Me. 
She then spread several quilt tops and 
one quilted comfort before the con- 
gregation. They had been pieced by 
the little cripple girl. She also ex- 
plained how the work was carried on 
in the home. One little girl did the 
most of ‘the ironing, another made 
most of the bread and several were 
old enough to help can fruit, make 
beds, sweep, wash dishes etc. The 
boys worked in the garden. Several 
of the children had received the Holy 
Ghost since they had come to the 
home. The litle cripple girl requested 
the people to pray for her healing. All 
knelt and prayed for her. After this 
a collection was taken for the Or- 
phanage work amounting to $398.02. 
This was followed by a very touch- 
ing message by Brother Pruitt who 
had built the Kentucky orphanage. 
He told how he had been called into 
the work. He had heard Brother 
Tomlinson tell in his message last 
Assembly how the little hands ‘were 
stretched out saying, “Take me.” 
These words kept ringing in his ears, 
the burden came upon him and for 
months he could not rest. Finally he 
yielded to the Lord and began build- 
ing Kentucky Orphanage No 2, This 
message was given with a_ special 
anointing and hearts were touched. 
As there was a $700.00 indebtedness 
on the Kentucky orphanage Brother, 
Sellers requested that a collection 
taken to help pay this debt and th 
people came forward and

Next, Brother Croy, one of our Or- 
phanage workers, gave his experience 
in his Work. He was left an orphan 
and had gone hungry and _ without 
clothing and he promised God that 
when he became a man that he would 
give his life for the destitute orphans.

a wonderful opportunity here in the

A little plant, planted with much 
care, nourished with prayer and ear-
